Dr. James Heard 
By Lumbermen's 
I Association 

Co-operation, Effort 
Importance. Stressed 
By McGiil Principal 

Addressing a mc«^ting of the Can- 
adian Lumbermen's Association, 
held in the Mount Royal Hotel yes- 
terday,' Dr. V. Cyril James, Princi- 
pal and Vice-Chanceilor of McGill 
University, stressed that co-opera- 
tion and common effort must be 
put forth by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments, by indus- 
try, and hy organized labour, to in- 
sure Canada's future in the post- 
war era. 

« "These facts", he added, "are 
especially important in the case of 
those associated with the forest In- 
dustries of Canada." He went on to 
advocate an extensive plan for re- 
forestation to be carried out in the 
near future. 

"In the first place." he said, "a de- 
tailed survey of Canada's entire 
forest resources should be under- 
takisn. measuring not only the geo- 
graphical extent, but also the na- 
ture and dlversjty of the forests."

Robert Crôthers, 
Newspaper Owner, 
Was Gold Medalist

One of McGili's oldest grad- 
uates, Robert A. Crothers. gold 
medalist, B.A., B.C.L., dted on 
Wednesday. Feebruary 7. in his 
ninety-second year. At the time 
he was residing, in San. Fran- 
cisco, California, where he was 
the owner and. publisher of the 
San Francisco Bulletin. . 

The death of Mr. Crothers 
occurred only four days after 
that of Mr. Jeffrey Fisltc. who 
was the oldest McGiil graduate. 
Mr. Fisl<c would have been 101 
years old on February 22. 

After practicing law in- Bed- 
ford for a few years, Mr. Cro- 
thers went to Swcetsburg, 
where he was the law partner 
of the late Judge Lynch for a 
time. It was then that he went 
to California, where he assum- 
ed the position he held at the 
time of his death. 

A brother, Wm. Crothers, 
M.D.C.M., and a nephew, H. R. 
Crothers, B.A., predeceased him. 
The only surviving relative In 
Canada is a nephew, the Reve- 
rend Canon L. W. F. Crothers, 
Rector of St. James -Church, 
Hull, Que., who is also a grad- 
uate of McGill.

The debate was in the form 
of a mock-parliament. Morris Mil- 
ler and Kent Winter upheld the af- 
firmative side, while Fred Rotcnild 
and Norman Halford took the oppo- 
sition. Professor KIrstead acted as 
Speaker of the House. 

The affirmative side stressed the 
idea that It is practical to have a 
political democracy working alung 
with the economic democracy of a 
country. The opposiUon maintained 
ti>at we have now reached the ulii- 
mate in passible forms of political 
democracy. 

A general vote was taken by all 
present, with the exception of the 
Speaker of the House, and the de- 
bate ended with' a 9-7 decision In 
favour of the affirmative opinion.

Dondon. Feb. 12.— (CUP)— How 
the. stimulus of war hastens pro- 
gress in medicine, was discussed by 
Group Captain G. Edward Hall in 
an address to the Canadian Club 
here this week. 



G.-C. Hall, the only member of 
the' non-flying personnel of the 
RCAF to be awarded the Air Force 
Cross, is the new dean of Medicine 
at the University of Western On- 
tario. 

He especially stressed the strides 
made in the realm of aviation med- 
icine, saying that progress in this 
field has run parallel with the ad- 
vancements made In. aircraft. As 
planes were made to fly higher and 
faster, with greater manoeuverabil-

'There is an unfortunate impres- 
sion in many parts of the campus 
that the conunlttee meetings of the 
University Conference are not open 
to ail interested students," said the 
chairman of the Conference ' in a 
statement issued last night. "This 
is a complete misconception, and. It 
must be emphasized that every 
meeting announced in The Daily 
is a public meeting, at which any 
individual may not only attend but 
.may participate In the discussion 
without restriction of any kind." 

Each committee, he explained, lis 
composed of a central executive of 
specialists (i.e. honors students in 
the departments concerned, repre- 
sentatives of particularly Interested 
clubs, etc.) who have been invited 
by the chairman and by the .ad- 
ministrative committee represent- 
ing the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil to work on the various pro- 
jects undertaken by the Confer- 
ence. Beyond this nucleus, however, 
the membership of each commit- 
tee includes any student who may 
volunteer to work or merely at- 
tend ,out of interest In the discus- 
sion. 

The meeting of the various com- 
mittees will continue to be tabu- 
lated in The Daily as often as space 
is. granted, the statement concluded.

Explains Disunity 
Of Chinese State 

Missionary E. Wilmot 
'Says Country Dividet], 
Conditions Appalling 

Kingston, February 13.— (CUP)— 
"If the Japanese had treated ' the 
Chinese decently, China could not 
have held out, for China is seeth- 
ing with animosity within her own 
borders, by her own people," stat- 
ed. Earl Wilmot, Chinese mission- 
ary, Wednesday, at a mceting^spon- 
sored by the Student Christian 
Movement, the International Rela- 
tions Club, and the Public Affairs 
Cliib. 

China may be divided Into three 
sections, each with internal condi- 
tions varying markedly: the 'Jap- 
anese-occupied territory, the area 
under the' National People's pai ty, 
and that under ■ the Communist 
party. The latter two are sharply 
contrasted. 

"Under the National regime, con- 
ditions are absolutely . appalling," 
said Mr. Wilmont. "They might be 
called feudalistic, for none. but the 
landlords and military leaders bene- 
fit from its rule." High Interest, 
high taxes, and high rents, cause 
small landowners to sell their land 
to large owners.. Corruption In the 
army Is widepsread alto. 

"Under conditions such as there," 
continued the fijealcer, ".when con-

Dr. B. Higgins 
Addresses SLC 
On Employment 

'Will There Be Jobs' 
Discussed by Member 
Of Economics Dept. 

"Will there be jobs?" is the 
question to be discussed by Dr. 
B. Higgins. of the International 
Labor Office, and tlie McGiil 
Economics Department, at a 
meeting sponsored by the Stu- 
dent Labor Club, on Thursday, 
Feb. 19, at 5 p.m. in the Union , 
Grillroom. 

This "meeting on post-war 
employment is the second of a 
series of meetings .on the sub- 
jects to-be taken' up at the Con- 
ference on Postwaç,ReconsUrùc- 
tlon, which wlU bc'held at this 
University on March 3rd. "•Will 
there be jobs?' is the question 
that is being asked throughout 
the world today— it . is a ques- 
tion that must be answered by 
our Government and our busi- 
nessmen—and it is a question 
that must; be answered In the 
affirmative," stated an execu- 
tive member of the Student 
Labour Club. "However it Is 
not that easy. We must learn 
. how it is possible, what will be 
required from the government, 
management and labor,' and 
what the present plans of these 
groups for full employment 
are. Dr. Higgins has done a 
great deal of research on this 
problem and is one of the most 
capable people to answer this 
vital question," said the official. 

Dr. Higgins, Professor of 
Economies, McGill University 
is a member of the Employment 
Committee of the International 
Labor Office. He is a world 
renowrhed economist who has 
written extensively in British, 
American and Canadian profes- 
sional journals on economic 
theory, public finance and pub- 
lic works planning. Among the 
important posts which Dr. Hig-

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Silence is not Golden 

AVitli tiie considernbic discussion by politicians 
and editors, as well as by llic average citizen of 
Canada, on post-war plans for Europe and for 
our on;n country, comes tlie opportunity for 
wliicli tlic university student has been prepar- 
ing throughout the war, namely that of giving 
constructive suggestion and advice for the com- 
ing era. Tiic Canadian Government has em- 
phasized the importance of the student in ad- 
vancing carefully thought-out and planned pro- 
grains for Canada's action at this time, and for 
this reason has permitted humanity courses as 
well as technical studies to be continued 
throughout the war, regardless of the criticism 
from outside circles. Now, with the end of the 
war approaching, the time is ripe for students 
to discuss and prepare plans, carefully consider- 
ed and sound, for the world which soon will, be 
largely theirs. 

The Students' Executive Council have taken 
this into consideration, and have opened .the 
way to action in this matter by offering to the 
students the opportunity for thoroughly • dis- 
cussing the problems of the post-war world, at 
a university Conference to be held on March 3 
and 4. The final action is left with the students 
themselves. Groups have been formed under 
capable student chairmen, with the assistance 
of faculty advisors, for the discussion of the 
several topics that come under the general head- 
ing of "Canada and the Post-War World." 
Committees on Formal Education, Rehabilita- 
tion of Veterans, Scientific Progress, Socialized 
Mèdicinè and Social Insurance, Employment 
und Industrial Relations, Housing, International 
Trade and Finance, International Security, and 
U.N.R.R.A. and Jhc Reconstruction of Europe, 
have been formed for more intimate analysis 
and discussion of these problems. 

It is at the meetings of these groups that 
the real discussion is taking place. The Con- 
ference will serve only as a general meeting at 
which the conclusion reached by the individual 
groups will be presented to the student body, 
and where prominent and well-informed guest 
speakers will make further suggestions and will 
survey the topic as a whole. The smaller meet- 
ings of these groups — in progress now and dur- 
ing the coming weeks— are therefore the place 
at which the student will be able to express 
his opinions with regard to the particular is- 
sues in which he is most interested, or on which 
he is best informed. It is from these groups that 
the McGill student opinion will be assembled; 
but if this opinion does not agree with yours, as 
a student, it may be only because you were not 
sufficiently interested to express that opinion 
at the open meetings of the small groups. 

Thus the responsibility which belongs to 
each student is clear. You arc a student today 
because the government had the foresight to 
see the nécessity for a studied and considered 
opinion before taking action in the post-war 
era. Your only justification for being at a 
university during a time of war has been to 
study, and to learn, in order that you might 
offer this opinion, and assist in carrying it out. 
These discussion groups, which will establish a 
consensus of student opinion to bo presented 
at the Conference, are your first opportunity 
for proving yourselves worthy of the consider- 
ations you have had during the war. The rè- 
pi;tation, individual and collective of thè stiident 
body, will willy-nilly," be at stake. 

The opinions which will be presented on 
March 3 and 4 are going to be taken as yoi}r 
opinions, as part of the IMcGill student body, 
^larch 3 will be too late to change the con- 
census of opinion, should it not agree with your 
own ideas. If any student has anything to say 
on any of the topics included under the groups 
which have been formed, now is the time to 
do so. No excuse of shyness, of indifference, 
of being too busy, or of hàving nothing to aay, 
will, stand as valid. Speak now, or. . . , .

Being The Story of Aviation

v. Dirigibles 

By a dirigible we understand a 
type of lighter than air craft aa 
distinct from a balloon that pos- 
sesses the property of independent 
locomotion relative to the air that 
surrounds it. Now in order to ac- 
quire this control ot movement wc 
are faced with the following consi- 
derations, (a) of a source of power 
thBt when applied to the airship 
will cause it to overcome outside 
opposing forces and at the same 
time will not be too heavy as to 
diminish the ascending effort to 
any great extent (b) of a means of 
controlling the resulting displace- 
ment duo to this application ot 
power and which Is generally 
achieved by means of rudders and 
elevators fastened to the envelope 
or the gondola of the airship and 
(c) of a practical aerodynamical 
shape that will achieve the most 
effective utilization of this source 
ot power and which we see applied 
In the cyllpdrlcal and ; ellipsoidal 
sliape of alrshlps^^ in contrast to the 
spheroidal appearance of free 
balloons. The history of the diri- 
gible is the story of the practical 
application of these three points 
and the continiial trend to expand 
thcni by means ot improved de 
signs. 

As usual the first theories were 
taken out of the realm of phantasy. 
Marey Monge's first proposal was 
to link 25 balloons in a chain like 
beads in a necklace with an aero 
naut in each balloon alternately 
ascending and descending. The re 
suiting effect he predicted would 
be very much like that of a snake 
wiggling through water. This hap- 
pened to be one of his saner pro 
posais. 

Next came the Abbe Molan with 
quite a theoretically sound idea. He 
proposed punching a hole in the 
side of one of the Montgolfier's 
fire balloons and letting the cscap 
ing smoke propel the balloon In the 
opposite direction. Theory thus 
sided with our Abbe, which in it< 
self was quite an achievement in 
those days, although in 'practice 
the reaction jet would have been 
far too feeble to give any velocity 
to the large mats of a Montgolfière 
even if it had only to work against 
the air resistance of a calm. Add a 
breeze to that and nobody would 
have known that the Abbe actually 
wanted to go anywhere at all. But 
he never had this bitter discovery

The 'Tathcr" smiled; in fact, he 
béamed. No sir, it wasn't an artifi 
cial grimace, pain^lly produced for 
a hollow stage effect. Earl "Father" 
Hines was mightily pléaséd with 
his gréât band and so was every 
body else in the jam.- packed 
QueOnsway (Toronto) ballroom. No 
wUhy— washy effort this. lÈven the 
staid jazz clientele, acciistomed to 
a hep musical fare, were shàkèn out 
of their complacent shoes; 

You know, it was funny about 
Hines. The pet excuses were being 
limbered up for use by all the "in 
the know" characters. But away 
went the .whole band on, a Uemen 
dous kick for a twenty minute 
opçnèr and with it vanished all 
doubts as to Hiiies and company, 
From the nine man brass team, bit 
ing. driving and punching in car 
tinglitiK unison through thé five 
man sax section, rifting "a la mad 
to a competent unit. Earl Hines had 
an outfit, keyed to satisfy the most 
rabid. There was no lot-up, not 
eyen for the half hour radio airing 
period. If ^ only from an ensemble 
point of view, Earl's band was un 
denlably "in thérë".

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forced upon him. His balloon caught 
fire and he gave up science. 

It was in 1784 that Gen. Meutnler 
of the French Army proposed his 
dirigible that was to provide the 
base for all future speculations. He 
made his envelope an ellipsoid of 
revolution, included a ballonnet to 
preserve Its shape in case of chang- 
ing gas' pressure, added underneath 
a car attached to the envelope by 
the triangular suspension cables 
and installed in it a propcllor sys- 
tem motivated by the muscular 
power of the passengers as well as 
rudder to control his direction of 
flight. Everything was very theore- 
tically proper and we would have 
been very interested In the actual 
behaviour of the machine. But un- 
fortunately It never left the draft* 
ing board. 

The main difficulties in all these 
expérimente wad a suitable source 
ot power. It became soon evident 
that human effort alone was not 
sufficient to propel any balloon 
against even a small breeze and so 
one looked around for other means 
of propulsion. The French scientist 
E. C. Genet therefore in 1825 pro 
posed his "ballon a chevaux", j 
balloon 152 feet long to which was 
attached a suspended platform con- 
taining a treadmill in its centre. On 
this treadmill two proud horses 
with flying manes and held firm at 
the rump and withers would main- 
tain a spirited gallop and thus 
through gearing drive two large 
paddle wheels. This invention like 
so many of its predecessors remain- 
ed unhappily on paper. It really 
would have been a treat to see. 

In 1843, seven years after he had. 
been a passenger In the Great Nas- 
sau balloon, Monck Mason achieved 
one more distinction. He built a 
working model ot a dirigible that 
actually succeeded. It was forty- 
four feet long, egg-shaped and 
travelled at a speed of about six 
miles per hour. It was powered by 
a clock work that turned a prop- 
ellor; resembling the business end 
of a modern meat grinder, at a tre- 
mendous speed. It was exhibited In 
the Royal Adelaide Gallery in the 
Strand but the pessimistic Mason 
here dropped his enthusiasm for 
the construction of a tull-scaie ma- 
chine. 

However it was not until 1853 
that the balloon was finally con- 
quered, and then by Henri Glffard 
who ha'd brought the study of di- 
rectional control Into the domain 
of hard common sense. He was the 
inventor of a small, light weight 
and efficient steam engine which 
he proposed as the power source

Montreal's First 
Printer 

FLEURY MESPLET. U3S.17S1. 

Little is known of Mesplet's early 
life except that he was born in 
Lyons, 1735, In humble circum- 
stances. It Is unlikely that he 
achieved any very solid success at 
his trade In France, for at the age 
of about thirty-eight he sat oft on 
his travels. In 1773 he was in Lon- 
don, operating a printing shop In 
Covcnt Garden. The Redpath Lib- 
rary has a copy of La Louisiane en- 
sanglantée, by the Chevalier dc 
Champlgny. printed in London in 
1773, the. earliest known example 
ot Mesplet's work. 

The following year, 1774, found 
Mesplet In Philadelphia, where he 
was employed by the Continental 
Congress to print Its Lettre adressée 
aux habitants de la province de 
Québec. Philadelphia. 1774, a pam- 
phlet designed to seduce the Cana- 
dians from the British alltglancé. 
À copy of this work Is also in the 
possession of the Redpath Library. 

Two years later, when the Ameri- 
cans were occupying Montreal, the 
Continental Congress engaged Mes- 
plet to take his presses to Canada 
In order to Issue anti-British propa- 
ganda there. By this time Mesplet 
was in financial straits and his 
equipment had been seized by his 
creditors. However, a compatriot, 
one Charles Berger, paid his dabts 
and invested capital in the new un- 
dertaking, remaining in Phlladel 
phia as a sleeping partner, while 
Mesplet went off to Montreal, ar' 
riving on May 6, 1778. Scarcely had 
he reached, the town whén he was 
left stranded by the withdrawal 
both of the American commlssloneirs 
and of the American troops. Mesplet 
was then, naturally, promptly ar- 
rested and thrown irito prison by 
the English authorities but he was 
set free at the end ot three weeks, 

Meanwhile, Meiplct had set up 
his' presses on the Rue Capitale 
near the present site of the Sailors' 
Institute, off the Place du Vieux 
Àlarch where the old Customs 
House still stands. Aftér his re- 
lease, he set to work, printing 
chiefly religious books. Copies of 
several of these are In the Redpath 
Library, indudlpg the rare Regie 
ment de ta Confrérie de l'adoration 
perpétuelle du is. Sacrèment et de 
U benne mort .bearing thé iinprlnt, 
"A Montreal / Chez F. Mesplet St C, 
Berger. Impri/ meurs Se. Libraires; 
près le Marche. 1776." This was the 
first book printed in Montreal. 

On June ' 3rd. 1778, Mesplet 
launched Montreal's first news 
paper, the Gazette du commerce el 
littéraire, edited by Valentin Jau-

(his second blew up) he. went blind 
and scon after died. 

After this short sane interlude In- 
ventors again had a field day. First 
came James Nye who proposed a 
roclict powered balloon 337 feet 
long with a rocl<et fired off every 
seven seconds. Even neglecting the 
problem of. weight the combination 
of roclcets and hydrogen gas would 
have been none too harmonious. 
Various other great' theories were 
propounded and It was not until 
the siege of Paris In 1871 when 
French balloons were able to leave 
but not return to the beleaguered 
city that interest was revived. De 
Lome constructed a dirigible whose 
four bladed propcllor was woriced 
by a windlass and eight' men and 
was able to cause a deflection of 
from ten to twelve degrees irom 
the direction of the wind. 

In the same year the German En-, 
ginccr Paul Haenlein completed a 
dirigible that was powered by a 
five -horse power motor employing 
gas taken from the sustaining, en- 
velope as fuel. Quite an economieat 
idea inasmuch as it saved much of 
the ascending effort for the lifting 
of a pay load. 

The next achievements were 
again due to French scientists who 
in 1883 and 1884 succeeded In poW' 
cring' a 165 foot long ship with an 
eight horse power electric motor 
and at a speed of fifteen miles an 
hour completed the first circular 
flight, preserving the stability of 
the dirigible by means et ballon- 
nets, rudders and elevators and a 
sliding weight in the p'laUorm 
underneath. 

Airchips could now obviously be 
controlled. But no longer, because 
of the weight of the engines, could 
they carry any but a skeleton crew 
nor could they carry any passen 
gcrs or freight whatever. 

And so the balloon relieved of 
one disability fel| immediately it^to

Jau 
tard, with at least the cognizance of 
I^Icsplct, soon began to attack the 
Government, with the result that 
the . paper was suspended in 1770 
and both'publisher and editor spent 
the next three years in Jail in Que- 
bec. Mcsplet emerged in 1782 and 
resumed his printing business but 
it was not until 17B5 that he again 
undertook to publish a newspaper, 
this time the Gazette de. Montreal,- 
at first In French only, later in both 
French and English. A complete 
file of the Gazette dn commeree et 
littéraire, 1778-1770, and the earliest 
extant copies of the Gazette de 
iSIontreal are to be found In the 
Redpath Liiirary. 

Mesplct never did achieve mate- 
rial success biit, notwithstanding 
perpetual financial difficulties, he 
continued to publish his . Gazette 
until his.death in Januaury, 1794. A 
year later his newspaper was re- 
vived by another printer, Edward 
Edwards, and it still .appears today 
as the Montreal Gazette.

Oh Hope for Plane 
In Peacetime Period

Toronto, Feb. I3.-(CUP>-:-Vrank 
H. Kelley, assistant to the president 
of the Bell Aircraft Corporatioil t'f 
Buffalo, spoke on the future of the 
helicopter at the R.C.L meeting .'at 
Convocation Hall Saturday even- 
ing. . . • .'• • 

Claiming to be "deliberately pes- 
simistic" and "that the public- had 
been oversold," Mr. Kelley stated: 
•The helicojkter is still in- its in- 
fancy and' for some time won't be a 
cheap, easy-to-fly, fool-proof jack- 
o^all-trades.•^ 

"The smallest helicopter after -the 
war," he conlinued, "will cost $5,000 
and the 600-h.p. helicopter being 
sold through the United States gov- 
ernment now, cost' $50,000 to ,f 75,000, 
Mr. Kelley began with a dramatic 
account of a Bell pilot hurt in bail- 
ing, out of a Jet-propelled, plane 
and compelled lo use his parachute 
at high altitude. 

"The sudden drag of the 'chute 
froze off his foot in air at 30. de- 
grees below zero and when he land- 
ed, fifteen minutes later, he had 4o 
walk over a mile iti deep snow to 
a farmhouse. Sent to the rescue, a 
Bell ambulance was stopped by 
snowdrifts, and a helicopter - .was 
sent out, which picked up the 
doctor in thé ambulance and arriv- 
ed at the farmhouse barely in, time 
to save the pilot's badly-frozen feet" 
The helicopter requires 'simpler 
control, and improvement in vibra- 
tion due to the rotors, sttated Mr. 
Kelley. The motors are Inefficient 
because of extra' blade width so 
that if the motors fail the plane will 
be lowered to the ground at the 
same speed as a parachute. 

The speed of Jet-propulslon heli- 
copters of the future, combining 
motor ability with hover 'and Jet- 
propiilslon will be 400 miles per 
hour. A Bell pfcturc showe<l th'e 
Bell plant from the early phases, 
climaxed by an indoor flight in a 
Buffalo stadium, featuring a spot 
landing.
